Greenbelters Remember V-J Day

On Tuesday, August 14, 1945, 
the Japanese accepted the Allies’ 
surrender terms. President Harry S 
Truman announced the uncondi- 
tional surrender to the White House 
correspondents at 7 p.m. A short 
time later, Emperor Hirohito broke 
precedent by making his first radio 
broadcast in order to announce the 
surrender to the Japanese people. 
The formal surrender however, did 
not occur until September 2 aboard 
the battleship U.S.S. Missouri an- 
chored in Tokyo Bay. 

Truman later recalled’ the 
evening he announced the end of 
the war: “The correspondents 
shouted congratulations as they 
rushed out the doors to flash the 
word to their papets. Mrs. Truman 
and I went out to the fountain on 
the north lawn A vast crowd had 
assembled outside the gates, and 
when I made a V sign in the man- 
ner of Churchill, a great cheer went 
up. 

“This was a most significant and 
dramatic moment, and I felt deeply 
moved by the excitement, perhaps 
as much as were the crowds that 
were celebrating in cities and towns 
all over the nation, . . 

“The guns were silenced. The 
war was over. . .” 


Greenbelt Celebrates 


Seconds after the 7 o’clock news 
flash, according to the Greenbelt 
Cooperator, the town air raid siren 
blared the tidings all the way to the 
North End. Automobile horns 
honked, tin cans clattered and pots 
and pans were banged as residents 
streamed down to the Center to 
make a joyful noise over the vic- 
tory in the Pacific. 

The Community Band arrived 
on the scene in double-quick time 
and, together with the Boy Scouts, 
formed a nucleus for the celebra- 
tion, playing “The Stars and Stripes

moment parties, impromptu danc- 
ing in the streets, and dashing off 
to Washington to join the general 
rejoicing there. 

One group did work on V-J 
evening. A civic-minded com- 
mittee of nine counted ballots that 
day which were cast in a town ref- 
erendum on whether or not the Fed- 
eral Public Housing Administration 
should lease space for a package 
liquor store. Ballots were sent by 
mail to residents over the age of 21. 
The committee worked until 11:30, 
while the noise of the celebrants 
blared outside. Of the 1439 votes 
cast, 309 were for the liquor store 
and 1106 were against it. 

The next day was a holiday for 
many people. Greenbelt Consumer 
Services opened its stores orily un- 
til noon. Picnic areas at the lake 
were crowded. In the morning the 
government announced the imme- 
diate lifting of gasoline rationing, a 
cause for further celebration. Fed- 
eral workers were given a two-day 
bonus of time off from war duty. 

One group who worked that 
Wednesday holiday was the staff of 
the newspaper. It went to press that 
evening.. A late bulletin in it re- 
ported on a formal program held by 
the town that evening at the com- 
munity auditorium in the elemen- 
tary school. The program was 
sponsored by the American Legion, 
with Frank Riley directing. Mayor 
Allen D. Morrison presided at the 
meeting and was one of the speak-

Tributes were paid to the town 
servicemen and women and musi- 
cal selections were offered by two 
soloists and the community band. 
It was estimated that 300 to 400 
residents took part in the obser- 
vances. 

Greenbelt Consumer Services 
ran a quarter page ad that began, 
“After V-J Day a tired world will 
have peace. Will it be a lasting 
peace?” It advocated that men of 
the world must learn to cooperate 
and live together in peace or face 
destruction in another war. It con- 
cluded by urging, “Let’s protect the 
peace by constant vigilance!” 


Greenbelters Remember 


A number of old time 
Greenbelters were asked their rec- 
ollections of V-J Day, but most had 
difficulty recalling what they did on 
that joyous day. Kathleen Scott 
McFarland of Fayette Place who 
then lived at 7-K Crescent Rd. says 
that she grabbed pots and pans and 
took her clarinet and ran up and 
down the street banging and toot- 
ing. Although McFarland does not 
recall it, her sister, Joanne Scott 
Kennedy, now of Williamsburg, 
says that she was with her. She does 
not recall going to the center, pa- 
rading with the band, although she 
was a member, or participating in 
the formal observance. She was 
going to Strayer Junior College at 
the time and does recall being 
downtown when a daytime parade 
was held in which General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower participated. 

Sherry Brubaker of 6 Court 
Ridge remembers that she did not 
participate in the celebration. She 
was doing laundry at 48 Crescent 
when she heard the news. She had 
a baby to care for at the time and 
could not leave the apartment. 
Evelyn Barcus of the 2 Court of 
Gardenway also could not re- 
member the celebration. Her hus- 
band, Walsh, had been injured in the 
war and had returned home in 
March, 1945. At the time, the 
couple had two children, Carrol and 
Michael. 

Joyce Bates Mangum, also of the 
13 Court Ridge, had just graduated 
from high school in the spring of 
1945 and had obtained her first job 
working for the Veteran’s Admin- 
istration, but she couldn’t remem- 
ber V-J Day. Lossie Thurston Fal- 
ter of Greenbriar remembers hear- 
ing an announcement of the Japa- 
nese surrender as she was coming 
down the escalator at the Woodward 
and Lothrop Department Store in 
Washington, but she also can not 
remember the celebration. Dale 
Jernberg of Glenn Dale was then 
living in Greenbelt. He had been 
discharged from the Navy in June 
and was getting ready to go to 
George Washington University in 
the fall. He also does not remem- 
ber V-J Day. 

Former Greenbelter Elizabeth 
Goldfaden of Lake Worth, Florida 
has a better recollection. “Ben and 
I went down to Washington and 
celebrated in the streets. There

Restored Deer Returns 
To Schrom Hills Park

The sad tale of the deer that lost its head has had a happy ending. 


The 8 foot stainless steel statue 
of a stag, gift of the sculptor, Rich- 
ard Zandler, had stood for about 
five years in Schrom Hills Park and 
was a symbol of Greenbelt East. 
Located opposite the entrance to 
Hunting Ridge and visible from 
Hanover Parkway, the deer was a 
popular Jandmark. Children loved 
it, and every Christmas it was 
anonymously decorated with a red 
nose and a big red bow. 


Beheaded by Vandals 


But early this year the deer was 
decapitated by vandals. According 
to Deputy City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, “We didn’t have any 
idea where it was or any hope of 
finding it.” For months the where- 
abouts of the head remained un- 
known. _ 

In June, an open letter to Mayor 
Antoinette “Toni” Bram from Mary 
Lou McCarthy, a military wife and 
three-year resident of Greenbelt 
East, appeared in the Letters to the 
Editor column of the Greenbelt 
News Review, pleading for the re- 
covery of the deer. Her children, 
Patrick, 9 and Helen, 6, also sent 
illustrated “Get Well’ letters to the 
deer that said, "We miss you very 
much and hate you to be in such a 
mess.” According to city officials, 
however, estimates for the repair or 
replacement of the deer ranged 
from $8,000 to $24,000. 


Head Found in June 


Coincidentally, that very week 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
responded to a call from the 
Woodstream swimming pool in 
Lanham. In April, the head of a deer 
made of stainless steel wire had 
been found at the bottom of the pool 
when it was drained for cleaning. 
Two months elapsed before anyone 
made the connection with the dam- 
aged statue in Schrom Hills Park. 

This good news was soon offset 
by the estimate of $7,000 the City 
received to reunite the head and 
body of the de¢r—a price that 
struck Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts as excessive, especially in 
an era of tight budgets. Roberts, a 
mechanic and welder who says, “I 
enjoy doing strange jobs—one of a 
kind things,” volunteered to tackle 
the repairs himself, free of charge. 


Roberts Replaces Head 


The deer and the head were 
trucked to Gaithersburg, where 
Roberts works. “I borrowed a Tig 
welder,” he informed the News 
Review. “It can put a lot of heat in 
avery small area, to do a finer weld. 
It’s especially good on aluminum 
and stainless steel. I wanted the 
joint to be as invisible as possible.” 

Not only did Roberts replace the

Complaints 

This letter is in response to 
the anonymous “Misguided 
Campaign” letter of August 10 
regarding GHI’s yard and exte- 
rior home inspections. 

This year’s inspections are 
only different from last year’s 
with regard to compliance. The 
items being inspected and the 
criteria used for inspection are, 
for the most part, the same as 
last year. The only change ts 
that all members who do not 
completely meet the GHI 
Greenbook standards will be 
cited instead of the worst 15%, 
which was previous policy. 

These inspection standards 
have been in effect for years 
and the board has received few 
complaints about them. Instead, 
the board has regularly received 
complaints that we are not en- 
forcing these standards. This 
led the board to work with man- 
agement to begin to enforce 
these standards uniformly 
throughout GHI beginning this 
summer. With any new way of 
doing business some mistakes 
may be made along the way and 
aspects of the program may 
have to be modified to improve 


the process next year. | 
-. It is not the intention of | 


GHI’s board or management to 
impose standards on members 
that are not acceptable to the 
majority. I say majority here 
because we live in a coopera- 
tive. This means that we often 
have to put the benefit of GHI 
and the community as a whole 
before the rights of individual 


~ members. If you feel that the 


yard and exterior home stan- 
dards are unreasonable and/or 
that the inspection process 
should be changed, then you 
should make your opinions 
known in a constructive way to 
the GHI Board of Directors. 
The board has established these 
inspection standards and if they 
are inappropriate for the major- 
ity the board is responsible for 
changing them. However with- 
out knowing who you are, or the 
specific nature of the com- 
plaint, there is nothing con- 
structive that anyone can do.

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GEAC Meeting Discusses CCIII

On August 3 the Greenbelt East' Advisory Committee decided to 
postpone its formal position on the development of Commerce Cen- 
ter III until developers Jim Herl and Daniel Colton of Ora Glen L.L.C. 
meet with City Council on August 14. The purpose of the meeting 
with Herl and Colton is to schedule a date for the council to vote on 
the development plan for building three restaurants, which would 
require a modification to the current zoning. Attending the GEAC 
meeting, Mayor Toni Bram said that if GEAC votes against the res- 
taurant plan, Council may not even meet with them. 


Sensitive to the adverse effects 
that building three restaurants in 
lieu of the current zoning for a 
106,000 sq. ft. office building 
would bear on Windsor Green, 
some GEAC members were not 
prepared to take a position prior 
to Windsor Green’s formal state- 
ment. 

Sheldon Goldberg, president 
of Windsor Green’s Board, re- 
cently met with residents and re- 
ported, “the vast majority of 
people who showed up were 
against the restaurants” and 
“voted unanimously against 
them.” Herl has received letters 
of intent from three popular res- 
taurants—Outback Steakhouse, 
Appleby’s and Fuddruckers. 
Windsor Green residents want the 
zoning to be upheld for numer- 
ous reasons, however, the added 
noise, traffic, and crowds at night 
and on the weekends are the most 
prevalent. Goldberg said that 
should the current zoning be 
maintained, an office building 
would not draw the large crowds 
and traffic at night. Herl, how- 
ever, has assured Windsor Green 
residents that a mature tree line 
would be planted between the 
homes and the restaurants. But, 
residents are skeptical of the 
usefulness of the tree line. Ad- 
ditionally, Gold berg speculated 
that there may be enough 


illumination from the restau-| 


rants to light up the adjacent 
basketball court, encouraging 
night playing. In the past resi- 
dents were disturbed when a 
light pole was nearby until it 
was subsequently removed. 
Now that Windsor Green has 
announced its decision, the 
boards will be prepared to vote 
in September. 

_ Herl and Colton believe that 
the restaurant plan is a better use 
of the site, noting at a prior meet-

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ing that there is too much vacant 
office space in Greenbelt already 
and building another office 
building would not benefit the 
community or investors. Some 
GEAC members expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the clarity of 
the plan saying that it has been 
modified several times. The lat- 
est plan may include two res- 
taurants and a retail establish- 
ment. Several GEAC members 
said they have invited Herl and 
Colton to further explain the 
development plans to their 
neighbors, but they have received 
no replies. Bram said, “I think 
vagueness is part of their ap- 
proach.” 
Code Variance 

GEAC also discussed vari- 
ances to the city housing and 
property maintenance code. In 
particular, Bram and Council 
Member Ed Putens decided that 
Section PM-303.3.1 of the 
code, which pertains to the re- 
moval of snow and ice, would 
have to be rewritten. As it is 
currently written, the code is 
too vague and can easily be 
misinterpreted. 

An issue was also raised about 
Section PM-301.3.1 which in 
summary says that vacant struc- 
tures shall be secured temporarily 
with exterior boards. Noting that 
homeowners do not want vacant 
adjacent homes boarded up, it 
was agreed that this code was also 
in need of clarification.

A clinical trial is underway to 
evaluate the role of the drug 
Interleukin 2 (IL-2) when adminis- 
tered subcutaneously in the treatment 
of patients with early human immu- 
nodeficiency virus (HIV) infection.

were mobs singing, yelling, danc- 
ing and flag waving. I remember 
all the church bells ringing down- 
town.” At the time Ben was sta- 
tioned at Bolling Air Field with 
the Naval Research Laboratory. 
Ben Goldfaden had difficulty re- 
membering what the couple, now 
married 57 years, did until his 
wife reminded him. The 
Goldfaden’s are visiting with 
their daughter in Waldorf. 

Mildred Ford of 58 Crescent 
Rd. was 17 years old, living in 
Hyattsville and working at the Air 
Track Manufacturing Corpora- 
tion across from College Park 
Airport. She was making fuses 
on the bomb fuse assembly line 
in the war plant when the Japa- 
nese surrender was announced. 
“The Big Boss came in the shop 
and stopped the belt on the assem- 
bly line and made the announce- 
ment of the news!” she recalls. 
“He said we could stop working 
and go home! Everyone in the 
plant was shouting and celebrat- 
ing!” 


Away from Greenbelt 

Many Greenbelters were away 
from Greenbelt at that time. 
Lorraine Mullen Nuzzo of 12 
Court Ridge was in the WAVES 
on V-J Day at Newport, Rhode 
Island. “All the ships out in the 
bay were celebrating,” she said. 
“They made more noise. I mean 
they exploded.” She advised that 
the noise was caused by blank 
charges and that they were not 
shooting off their guns. She also 
remembers that all liberty restric- 
tions were lifted. Al Nuzzo was 
in Engelstock, Germany. with.an 
Army Tank Destroyer in the 
899th Tacticle unit of the 9th Di- 
vision. “We were waiting for a 
Liberty Ship. to take us back to 
America,” he recalls. The sol- 
diers celebrated with beer and 
wine. 

Harold Estes of Parkway 
doesn’t recall V-J Day, but re- 
members that he was aboard the 
Assault Cargo Ship AKA 105 in 
Tokyo Bay when the Peace Treaty 
was signed on September 2. He and 
a group of sailors started to go on 
shore, but then they got worried 
about the reception they would get. 
They feared that there might be 
snipers. “So we came back and got 
on ship, and that was it,” he said. 

Virginia Craig McGowan of 
Glenn Dale remembers celebrating 
with all the marines at Camp 
Lejune, N.C. where she lived with 
her former husband. 

Former Greenbelter Eileen 
Turner, now of Ocean Pines, Md., 


was just graduating from Mt. Clair 
Teachers College in New Jersey. 
“Everyone went wild,” she says. 
“They threw all kinds of stuff out 
of the dormitory windows.” Her 
husband, Cy Turner, was in the 
Navy at Saipan Island in the 
Marianas waiting for the invasion 
of Japan to come about. “I had 
three extra cans of beer,” he re- 
calls. 

It was not quiet in Memphis, 
Tennessee where James Donald 
“Donnie” Wolfe of Greenway PI. 
found himself on V-J Day. Just out 
of high school, Wolfe went into the 
Navy in April and was training in 
the Aeria] Gunnery School at the 
Memphis Naval Air Station. Ev- 
eryone was given liberty and went 
into the city to celebrate, he recalls. 
“The church bells were ringing all 


over the place,” he said. “I like to 


think that when I went in the ser- 
vice, the Japanese figured it was 
time to quit.” 

Not so lucky was fellow high 
school classmate George 





Neumann of Westchester Park, 
who had been drafted into the 
Navy. He was at Great Lakes Na- 
val Training Center in North Chi- 
cago, Illinois. “We were in Boot 
Camp,” he recalls. “We couldn’t 
have liberty.” 


In Milwaukee 

Many of the sailors from Great 
Lakes who did get liberty went to 
nearby Milwaukee. Wisconsin. 
Jim Giese lived in Milwaukee and 
remembers going downtown with 
his parents to celebrate and watch 
others celebrate. Wisconsin Av- 
enue was filled with people cheer- 
ing and shouting, including many 
sailors. The bars were all open, 


and people were going from 
place to place carrying and drink- 
ing beer. After all, Milwaukee 
was the Beer Capital of the na- 
tion, then. 

For many of the celebrants, 
participation consisted of cheer- 
ing on the most boisterous of the 
celebrants in performing a wide 
variety of antics. There were a 
lot of young girls out waiting to 
be hugged and kissed and a lot 
of sailors and other servicemen 
more than willing to oblige. 

Giese remembers that his 
mother was quite insistant on the 
family going to the celebration. 
As a young woman fresh out of 
high school she had gone down 
to Wisconsin Avenue to celebrate 
Armistice Day in November, 
1918. It was one of the most ex- 
citing events in her life, and she 
didn’t want to miss this celebra- 
tion either. The family had much 
to celebrate as Giese’s brother, 
Bob, had survived combat in France 
and Germany without injury and had

been waiting to be shipped to the Pa- 
cific for the Japanese invasion. 
Virginia Beauchamp of 
Maplewood Ct. had a more sober- 
ing kind of celebration. “I missed 
out on all the hoopla and frenzy that 
washed over most of the people of 


‘the United States on that day. . .” she 


recalls. “I was in training. . . for an 
overseas tour with the American Na- 
tional Red Cross. . . at Camp Pickett 
in Southwestern, Va. Almost all the 
men at this facility were combat vet- 
erans. Most had been wounded. 
Many were under treatment for what 
today we would call post-traumatic 
stress syndrome. Recovering at 
Camp Pickett, they were cut off from 
families and a civilian environment.

A Second Gathering of 
Oldtime Greenbelters 


by James Giese 

Shortly before the anniversary of 
Pearl Harbor Day in 1991, this re- 
porter asked James Donald “Donnie” 
Wolfe, a member of one of 
Greenbelt’s first families if he could 
remember what happened in 
Greenbelt on the day that the Japa- 
nese bombed Pearl Harbor. Donnie 
said that he would get back to me, 
and in no time he had set up a meet- 
ing of a group of oldtime Greenbelt 
residents. We met at the Greenbelt 
Post 136 of the American Legion. 
The recollections I heard that day, to- 
gether with some other people I talked 
to resulted in an article for this paper 
and started me on the way to do other 
Fifty Years Ago articles. 

Earlier this month I called Donnie 
again. I thought it would be good to 
get Greenbelters’ recollections on 
what they were doing when the war 
ended. But Donnie wasn’t at home 
and I had to leave a message on the 
answering machine. Friday night, 
August 11, Donnie returned my call. 
He had just gotten back from Maine. 
I told him what I wanted and that it 
would have to be done by Monday. 
“Let me get back to you,” he said. 
Less than an hour later, he called 
back. “It’s all arranged for Monday 
after lunch. I’ve got all kinds of 
people already and more are expected 
when they hear about it.” 

On Monday, August 14, fifty years 
to the day after President Harry S 
Truman had announced the surrender 
of the Japanese and the end of World 
War II, the group of 14 gathered to 
talk about their memories of the war’s 
end. Except for a couple of spouses, 
every person there was an original 
Greenbelter. Many of them still live 
in Greenbelt, others close by. More 
distant travelers were Cy and Eileen 
Turner, who came up from Ocean 
Pines, Md. and Ben and Elizabeth 
Goldfaden, who are visiting in 
Waldorf but live in Lake Worth, 
Florida.
